an AH SOME PROTECTION. 


Editor Calhouu. of the H.-D., has be 


come himself a^ain; and now he has a few 
wonderful remarks to make 
about the 


strange freaks of those who want the tariff 
revised. He treats himself to a tone of 
fairnes?, and by its dulcet aid tries to m 
it appear that the freaks are principal!} 
to be found among the democrats. He 
mentions two or three instances in which 
these democrats are asking for a higher 
rate of protection. 
The moral to be gainec 


is that we are protectionists when our inter- 
ests point that way. 


This amounts to saying that men wil 


try to grow wealthy. The brewers, the 
democratic orange growers, and the sugar 
planters, were :ie\er held to be an excep 
tion to this rule. But perhaps the H.-D. 
would like to leave the impression that 
these men vote the ticket of tariff reform 
when iu reality they are anxious for taxa 
tion for Salvation's sake. In other words 
they vote the democratic ticket in spite of 
what the platforms have to say about trade. 
This is a favorite way the republican papers 
have of putting the situa'ion. At first i 
was Dot thought by democratic papers that 
such a stalement of the ea.^e would gul 
anybody, but as the republican editors hang 
onto it so tenaciously, it is suspected tlia' 
they see some hope of reward. 


>'ew let us-ee if a man may not Mitt 


the democratic ticket, and in the tnent of 
llariison': ilectiO!!, ask for a -Jr-iic of the 
protection that Noting dealt out b.\ sections 
On election day the "democratic orange 
grower" sajs to the New Knglaad manu- 
facturer of woolen^: "Let IN both put our 
articles down to an honest price." When 
the votes are counted it in seen that the 
New Englander has won, owing to a pecu- 
liar arrangement that often throws the law- 
making power into the hands of a republi- 
can minority. It at once becomes under- 
stood that the prices of woolens shall go up, 
and that the duty that protects every New 
England industry will be shoved up a few 
per cent. The orange grower soon see1 


that it is the popjlar idea and policy to grab 
all you can. 
What wonder then, that he 


should come in and ask to be allowed topu 
a fancy price on his oranges? He know 
that it will take a little more money to buj 
a suit'of New England wool; he knows tha' 
under the present queer dispensation it wil 
take a few more dollars to stock up on for- 
eign tinware. His expenses of living have 
bsen increased against his protest, and so 
he comes m and a*ks for a chance to make 
the added amount of somebody. 


And now, Editor Calhoun has often ha< 


much to saj about the cheapening influence 
of protection. We would like to kuow i: 
he honestly thinks that the democratic or 
ange growers are asking for a higher duty 
in order that they may be enab'ed to sell us 
oranges at a smaller figure? Ask the or 
ange growers about this. As they were 
not raised in the hypocritical school of high 
protection, perhaps they may let out a littl 
of the truth. 


But this we do say: While the reigning 


idea is high protection, and during such a 
time as you can't get away from it, go in 
for all of it that you can grab. If we are to 
have cut-throat trade, then give every man 
a knife. 
As things now run, the farmer 


should insist on a bounty upon every bushe 
of corn that he raises. The brewer aud or 
ange grower, and sugar planter are right 
If the pets of Quay and Wanamaker are 
given the right to make an artificial profi 
ont of their produce, then the same riglr 
should be given to every man in the coun 
try. 
Of course we know to what end a gen^ 


era! reign of artificial profits would lead.bu' 
it may be advisable to allow a glutton to 
gorge himself to death. 


THE FAIR IS OURS 


It appears that a few of the cities tha: 


were beaten in the contest for the World's 
Fab: are just now indulging in a very poor 
assortment of puppy whining. St. Louis 
started tbe complaining and got the laugh, 
at which stage it bad sense enough to fal 
to the rear.

tronbled with an indigestible mess of sour 
grapes. Of course there are a few papers 
in New York City whose editors are manly 
enough to own up when they are beaten, 
On the other hand there are some editors In 
that town woo understand the binding force 
of no beating, except such a one as goes by 
tbe term, spanking.

We take it that the gieat body of cur peo- 
ple are only interested in the Fair being a 
success, and that as an exposition ot which 
the country may be proud, and not as a big 
scheme to help some anxious and mouthy 
politician. 


When you get down to the bottom of the 


reasons which New York is now bringing to 
bear, you will see that she claims the Fair 
in order that some of her merchants may 
make money. 
And these golden ducks 


have influence with the men who rush the 
republican party.

with Boss Platt, and they have a sympa 
thetic pull with the few millionaires who 
make up the U. S. Senate. 
If they can't 


get the Fair for themselves they are good 
enough to intimate that they will be satis, 
fled with killing it. if they can do neither, 
they will drop out of republican politics.

Such a 
man nm> be a mural man, chantable 01 
generous, but their influence is on the 
wrong side. They keep weaker people 
from God and cause their destruction. 
Morality is good enougli as tar as if goes 
but it don't go far ennugli. Another sell 
righteous man is one who hus his righteous- 
ness all to himself. 
He is like the Phati-

church now daj s. With the

people they are outside. They say unkind 
things about the church and the people. 
T< 


say such things indicates that they ar< 
wrong and full of crookedness. Whetevei 
there is peace, or civilization, or gentleness, 
or hope, or happiness, there you lind Jesus- 
Christ. How short sighted then must b< 
those who say unkind things of the chtircl 
of God. 
If joti have that s-piiit in yout 


heart you are a wicked man, a curse to the 
community, and a blight on the happiness 
of your friends. 


Another man says he is not like that. 


He says he is a sinner, and he kuows it, 
but he don't protess to be concerned aboul 
that. He ought to be concerned about that. 
This indifference is an indication of death, 
You are out on a cold winter day, and sud 
denlyfind yourself not troubled by the cold 
What does it mean'? Death! You rau» 
hasten to get inside or you will be too late 


Here is another man who says he is a sin 


tier, and has stood up in meetings, been 
prayed abaut, and done everything, still lie 
cries "How can I get rid of my sins." The 
next thing he had better do would be to use 
a little common sense. 
Give up his bins 


Forsake his sins. 


The second thing God asks the wicket 


man to do is to forsake his way. That is 
simple. Some people seem to be waiting 
for God to take their sins from them. Vou 
mother, your sister, or any friend might be 
wishing to give their lives or make any sac 
rifice, yet they can't do anything for you 
"The wicked must forsake his way." Some 
are very willing to forsake other people's 
sins. Some of us are willing to forsake the 
sins we don't care for. Uue will saj he 
will give up that other man's sins, but he is 
not ready to give up his own. 


If yon have done anything yourself, Go; 


wants you to give it up. 
"Let the wicked 


for ,ake his way." 
He don't want you to 


give up anything that will do you any good 
or add in any way to your happiness. 


Now we come to the third question. I: 


you do not forsake your sins they will neve: 
forsake you. They will stay with you al 
ways. Some of them will precede you to 
the judgment seat, while others will follow 
you through all eternity. 


We come now to the last of the sentence 


"Let the wicked forsake his way and turn 
to God, and He will forgive him." He wil 
give you promise of happiness through al 
eternity, a hope of life everlasting. Who 
should not be willing to forsake his wickei 
way for that? 


After bringing this sermon to a close with 


an earnest appeal to all to forsake their own 
«special sins, and turn to God, Mr. Mills 
asked all who felt they would like to do so 
to rise a moment.
